MR," EVANS stated he spent the entire day of September 15 or 16, 1949, talking 
to an individual, who introduced himself as MR, GOLD, at White Sands, New Mexico* 

MR* EVANS advised that on the above-mentioned date, he, GOLD, and two U* S» Army 
photographers were waiting at White Sands, N* M, to observe the launohing of J 
a rocket* MR, EVANS stated he does not reo&ll the identity of the Army of fl- 
oats* but one had an interest in a photo shop located at Las Qruees, N* M. MR* 

EVANS advised that the Army officials nay lave additional information relative fj 
to GOLD. Jlw-J 

The Albuquerque Cffioe is not being requested to locate the Army 
officer at this time but same is being left to the office of origin as to_ 
whether the &-ray officers should be located and interviewed* 



MR, EVANS further stated he took two photographs of the Launohing 
of the rocket and offered to send GOLD a print* but GOLD showed no interest in 
obtaining one* MR, EVANS also, reported that GOLD did not seem anxious to ob- 
tain inf orient ion relative to the rocket* He stated that GOLD, to whom he talked 
at White Sands, was identioal in description to HARRY GOLD#
